paign against North Vietnamese 
units in Laos, the supposedly 
neutral country Hanoi has used 
for years as a pathway to South 
Vietnam. 


Officially, the United States 


will not acknowledge what is 
going on. But Air Force sources 
say the full weight of American 
airpower once directed against 
North Vietnam has now been di- 
verted to Laos, especially the 
jungle roads and highways re- 
ferred to as the Ho Chi iflnh 
Trail. 


A source estimates the aver- 


age number of U.S. missions 
over LAOS at 3,600 per month- 
or 10,000 to 15,000 sorties. 


Air Force officers say the 


North Vietnamese have taken 
advantage of the bombing halt 
to stockpile supplies closer to 
the DMZ. No longer forced to 
camouflage 
them, the North 


Vietnamese leave their supply 
dumps exposed near roadsides 
and railways. 


The North Vietnamese now 


operate convoys supplying the 
war effort during the day as 
well as night. When the bomb- 
ing campaign was on, they were 
generally restricted to moving 
at night. 


This allows North Vietnam to 


rush equipment and replace- 
ments ;; to j' the/ j South on much 
snorter notice— days rather than 
weeks. The quicker reaction ca- 
pability may have helped Hanoi 
wage the recent offensive, offi- 
cers say. 


To fuel trucks and other vehi- 


cles used in the infiltration pro- 
gram, the North Vietnamese 
have built an oil pipeline from 
Thanh Hoa south of Hanoi all 
the way to Vinh above the DMZ. 
The pipeline provides POL (Pe- 
troleum, Oil, Lubricants) for 
trucks heading to the DMZ or 
through mountain passages into 
Laos.

announced, all networks were 
able, within hours, to present 
comprehensive programs cover- 
ing President Eisenhower's mil- 
itary and political career. 
Throughout the weekend, there 
was scarecely any evening time 
when some memoir about the 
late president or a news story 
connected with the funeral was 
not on some channel. 


Sunday afternoon there was, 


once again, the solemn and 
moving military procession that 
led to the rotunda of the Capitol, 
The ceremony, that concluded 
with the eulogy by President 
Nixon, was most impressive. 


The viewer's attitude was dif- 


ferent from that in the services 
for leaders who had been cut 
down before their time. For the 
passing of President Eisenhow- 
er there was respect, admira- 
tion and regret, and it generally 
seemed a quieter occasion.

Warts Are Curable 
By Several Procedures

A mother writes that her 


son, 14, had a cluster of un- 
sightly warts on his thumb 
which the family doctor 
burned off. Since they have 
come back and brought their 
cousins with them, she won- 
,ders whether they will dis- 
appear spontaneously or 
whether there is an effective 
cure. 


These small benign tu- 


mors are caused by a virus. 
Scratching or picking at 
them mayj Cause them to 
spread. *Tl$»*aW thaV they 
sometimes disappear spon- 
taneously has led many peo- 
ple to attribute the "cure" 
to whatever unusual applica- 
tion had been used most re- 
cently. 


Warts can be cured by a 


number 
of procedures if 


these are skillfully applied 
so as to kill the wart and not 
d a m a g e the surrounding 
tissue, thereby causing a 
scar. The treatments that 
have worked best include 
chemical caustics, freezing 
with liquid nitrogen (carbon 
dioxide snow is not powerful 
enough), electrocautery and 
xiltrasound. 


Q— My 
son has been 


treated for plantar warts by 
medication, X ray and surgi- 
cal removal but new ones 
keep appearing. Is there any 
cure for this condition? 


A— Surgical removal is not 


usually recommended for 
plantar warts because the 
resulting scar is often more 
painful than the wart and re- 
currences are so common. 
X-rav therapy is often suc- 
cessful if exactly the right 
dose is used and the skin 
surrounding 
the wart is 


shielded with lead sheeting. 
The methods of treatment 
mentioned in the preceding 
answer are successful when 
skillfully applied. No matter 
which treatment is used, the 
pressure on the wart should 
be relieved with a felt ring 
affixed to the skin with the 
center over the wart, 


H is important to avoid 
overtreatment because of 
the danger of painful scar* 
ring. A safe treatment that 
gyres about 80 per cent of 
these warts is soaking the 
feet every night for 20 min^ 
utes in formalin. The treat' 
ment has to be continued for 
seven to eight weeks, 


don't believe they are a 
source of warts—and neither 
are toads.

Knowing Nuclear Hazards 
Key to Personal Survival 


The nationwide U.S. civil de- 


fense system, which is being 
enlarged^ and improved con- 
stantly, is designed primarily 
to help Americans survive and 
recover from nuclear attack. 
Its heart is a fallout shelter 
system which could save the 
lives of millions of persons that 
would otherwise _ be lost be- 
cause of radioactive fallout. 


The civil defense system also 


includes warning and commu- 
nications networks, local gov- 
ernments organized for emer- 
gency operations, and many 
other resources. If an attack 
should come, many lives could 
be saved through a combina- 
tion of emergency 
actions 
taken by governments and pri- 
vate citizens. 


The chances of surviving and 
recovering from a nuclear at- 
tack are much better if citi- 
zens: 
; 


1. Understand the dangers 


of an attack. 


2. Learn the actions that 


should be taken in the event of 
an attack. 


3. Are prepared , to take 
whatever action is rfee&ssary at 
the time of an attack. 


If an Attack Comes . . . 
All nuclear explosions cause 


light, heat and blast. In addi- 
tion, explosions on or close to 
the ground would ci-eate large 
quantities of dangerous radio- 
active fallout particles, most of 
which would fall to earth dur- 
ing the fh'st 24 hours. 


If the U.S. should be at- 


tacked, the people who hap- 
pened to be close to a nuclear 
explosion probably would be 
killed or seriously injured by 
the blast, or by the heat of the 
explosion. 
People a few miles away in 
the "fringe area" of the ex- 
plosion would be endangered 
by the blast and heat, and by 
fii-es that the explosion might 
start. However, it is likely that 
most of the people in the fringe 
area 
would 
survive 
these 
hazards. 
People outside the fringe 


area would not be endangered 
by the blast, heat or fire. De- 
partment of Defense studies 
show that in any nuclear at- 
tack, tens of millions of Ameri- 
cans would be outside the 
damage ai'eas. To them, and to 
people in the fringe areas who 
survived the blast, heat and 
fire, radioactive fallout would 
be the main danger. Protective 
measures against this hazard 
can be taken, 


What Is Fallout? 


When a nuclear weapon ex- 
plodes near the ground, great 
quantities of pulverized earth 
and other debris are sucked up 
into the nuclear cloud where 
many of the particles become 
radioactive. As these particles 
fall back to earth, and after 
they reach the ground, they 
give off invisible gamma rays— 
like X-rays—which can kill or 
injure. These particles giye off 
most of their radiation quickly, 
so the first few hours or days 
after an attack would be the 
most dangerous period. 


In dangerously - affected 
areas the 
fallout 
particles 


would look like grains of grit or 
sand. However, the ruyn they 
would give off eould not be seen, 
tasted, smeUed or felt. Special 
instruments wsnild be required 
to detect the r§ys and measure 
their intensity^ The Federal 
Government has distributed 
several million, of these instru- 
ments to State and local gov- 
ernments.

Some conjrounities might get 
a oe^yy accumulation of fall- 
OMt, sjrMle others might get 
littfe er ao»s. k'y area, m the 
"fee sure of wt get- 


ting fallout, and it is probable 
that some particles would be 
deposited on most of the coun- 
try. 


Areas close to a nuclear ex- 


plosion might receive fallout 
within 15 to 30 minutes. On the 
other hand, it might take 6 to 
10 hours or more for the parti- 
cles to drift clown on a com- 
munity 100 or 200 miles away. 


Generally, the first 24 hours 


after fallout began to settle 
would be the most dangerous 
period to a community's resi- 
dents. The heavier 
particles 


falling during that time would 
still be highly radioactive and 
give off strong rays. Lighter 
particles falling later would 
have lost much of their radia- 
tion high in the atmosphere. 


Fallout Causes Radiation 


Sickness 


The invisible gamma rays 
given off by fallout particles 
can produce radiation sickness, 
which is caused by physical 
and chemical changes in the 
cells of the body. If a person 
receives a lai'ge dose of fallout

- 


fectious, and one person can- 
not "catch it" from another 
person. 


Protection Is Possible 


People can protect them- 
selves against fallout radia- 
tion, and have a good chance of 
surviving, by staying inside a 
fallout shelter. In most cases, 
the fallout radiation level out- 
side the shelter would decrease 
rapidly enough to permit peo- 
ple to leave the shelter within 
a few days. 


Even in communities that re- 


ceived relatively heavy accu- 
mulations of fallout particles, 
people soon might be able to 
leave shelter for a few minutes 
or a few hours at a time to per- 
form emergency tasks. In most 
places, it is unlikely that full- 
time shelter occupancy would 
be required for more than a 
week or two. 


i.'.'he. will tiie. -But- if !he 


receives only a small or me- 
dium dose, his body will repair 
itself and he will get well. 


The same dose received over 


a short period of time is more 
daniaging than over a longer 
period. 'Usually, the effects of 
a given dose of radiation are 
more severe in very young and 
very old persons, and those not 
in good health. 


No special clothing can pro- 
tect people against gamma 
radiation, and no special drugs 
or chemicals can prevent large 
doses of radiation fi'om caus- 
ing damage to the cells of the 
body. However, antibiotics and 
other medicines are helpful in 
treating infections that some- 
times follow excessive expo- 
sure to radiation. 


Almost all of the radiation 
that people •would absorb from 
fallout particles would come 
from particles outside their 
own bodies. Only simple pre- 
cautions would be necessary to 
avoid swallowing the particles, 
and it would be practically im- 
possible to inhale them, 


People exposed to fallout 


radiation do not become radio- 
active and thereby dangerous 
to other people, Radiation sick- 
ness is not contagious or in-
